Report of Committee on Alaska Mission. 

Your committee appointed by this Conference at its twenty-eighth session to 
investigate the necessity of establishing a mission in Alaska, after having ob- 
tained all available information of a reliable character respecting that country 
and its people, said information having been obtained largely from Captain 
Keene, formerly of the U. S. Revenue Service, a man having extensive knowl- 
edge of Alaska and its people and well qualified to judge of its needs, having 
spent several years in that country and sailed up and down its coasts, accom- 

_panying Hon. W. H. Seward on his memorable expedition to Alaska which 
preceded its purchase by him on behalf of the United States, would respect- 
fully report, first as to its people: 

The total native population of Alaska cannot be accurately ascertained, but 
from data received we are able to give the names of tribes and approximate 
numbers of a part of the native population, together with their locations, who 
reside on the inland waters of southwestern Alaska. 

1. The Tongas Indians numbering from 300 to 500, living 15 miles north 
from Fort Simpson, a flouring mission in British Columbia under the auspices 
of the Methodist Church of Canada. 

z. Wrangle Indians, numbering about 300, who live at Fort Wrangle, 
which is 130 miles distant from Fort Simpson. Fort Wrangle is the head- 
quarters of the Presbyterian mission in Alaska. 

3. The Henegas, numbering about 1,000, living 50 miles north of Wrangle. 
The Hamilton Co.’s lumbering establishment is located here. 

4. The Kakes, numbering about 1, 100, living 150 miles north of Wrangle. 

5. The Torkons, living at the mouth of the Torkon river, numbering 
about 600, 
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6. The Awks, numbering about 800, living 15 miles from mouth of Tor- 
kon river. 

7. Chilcats, numbering about 600, are located on the Chilcat river, $0 
miles north of the Awks. 

8. The Chilcoots, numbering about 1,000 live also at the mouth of the 
Chilcat river. 

9. The Hunas, numbering about 1,000, live 75 miles southwest of the 
Chilcat country. 

10. The Kootchnahoos, numbering about 1600, living about 40 miles east 
of Cross Sound. 

At this point is located a trading post and is the best point in Alaska for 
the headquarters of a mission. : 

First—Because it is within easy distance of trading ships coming into 
Alaskan waters, and all steamers going to Sitka by the inside passage pass 
this point. 

Second—It. is also one of the principal headquarters for Indian trading, the 
Indians coming here from all points for trading purposes all the year. 

Third—These Indians are anxious for the establishment of a mission among 
them, are very intelligent and hopeful, as indeed are nearly all the Indians we 
have enumerated. 

All of the Indians heretofore spoken of speak nearly the same language, 
and many of them speak Chinook. ‘Their total number will approximate 
9,000 or thereabouts. 

We cannot conclude this report without briefly mentioning the great natural 
resources of Alaska, namely: First, its immense forests of the finest timber 
in the world, whose value canrot be estimated. Second, its mineral resources 
consisting of gold, silver, copper and iron. Third, its furs. Fourth, its 
fish. It is safe to say that this is one of the greatest fur producing countries 
known, and also safe to say that the waters of Alaska equal any other portion 
of the earth in itsabundance of fish of the choicest kinds. The white popula- 
tion of Alaska is at present small, but in view of its resources will largely in- 
crease in the near future, 

In view of these and other facts the late Bishop Gilbert Haven, when visit- 
ing this Conference, strongly favored the immediate establishment of a mission 
at Alaska, appropriating $50 for this purpose, and on his return east succeeded 
in getting an appropriation from the General Missionary Society of $1,000 
toward establishing this mission, and would no doubt have ere now one or 
more missionaries laboring in that field had not death come and prevented the 
execution of this noble purpose. We, therefore, respectfully and earnestly 
desire this Conference to ask the General Missionary Society to establish a 
mission at Alaska during the coming year or in the near future.

Report on the Bible Cause. 

Your Comnnittee on the Bible Cause make the following report: 

The ‘‘Holy Scriptures” are acknowledged by all Protestants to be the only 
rule of faith and practice, and our commonly received version published by 
the American Bible Society is, in every way, adapted to meet the wants of all 
branches of the great Protestant family. For, while it expresses, in admir- 
able terms, all the great truths of God’s revealed will to man, in matters not 
essential to salvation, it transfers the words of the original which leaves each 
branch of the church free to interpret them according to their own peculiar 
views, while the exceedingly low prices and modes of circulation put the Di- 
vine Word within the reach of almost every human being capable of reading 
it. 

In the sixty-five years of the Society’s existence, it has published 38,882,811 
copies. 

The gratuitous work of the Society during the past year amounts to 
$342,585.90. Of this amount $108,120.63 was in cash appropriations to 
foreign lands, beside grants of Scriptures sent from this country. 

Rev. P. C. Hetzler, District Superintendent for Oregon and Washington 
Territory, has been laboring with commendable zeal in circulating the Holy 
Scriptures and raising funds for the Society, and the collections reported at 
this Conference amount to $239.90. We, therefore, welcome the District Su- 
perintendent to our fields of labor ; offer him the use of our churches ; tender 
to him our hearty co-operation, and pledge our continued support to the

Report of Work Among the Chinese. 

The Chinese schoo] commenced in January, 1878, still holds its regular ses- 
sions and is doing a good work. Excepting a single month’s vacation in 
July, there has been no break or interruption during the year. The attend- 
ance varies from 20 to 50, and could be increased considerably if a larger 
building could be secured in a proper location, and it could receive the sym- 
pathy and help such a school needs. It is held every evening from 7 to 9 
o’clock under the superintendence of Bro. Thomas B. Maxwell, who keeps 
from 10 to 14 very excellent teachers employed, giving them such little com- 
pensation as the Chinese boys themselves can give. We think they ought to 
give at least one dollar a month each, but this they often are too poor to do. 
In such cases a small allowance is made to supplement the amount paid by 
the class. The services of good teachers cannot be expected for less than six 
to ten dollars per month. 
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Three other China schools are supported in Portland, and each one is much 
better patronized by the church to which it belongs than this one is by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Now, to teach a Chinaman—to sit down to 
this task with from four to eight pupils six nights in the week two hours each 
evening—to beguile him, without his knowing it, out of his tendency to say 
‘lice’ for “rice,” and also of his decided liking for idols and his opium, is 
quite a task, and requires self-denial and skill and perseverance. There is no 
romance about it, or honor either, except that which comes from God. 

Rendering my own services from the beginning without any remuneration 
whatever, I have applied the appropriation as follows :

The hunting up and teaching of these Chinamen whom God has thrown 
among us, making them acquainted with our language and our Savior, isa 
very plain matter-of-fact piece of business, and we propose to follow it up 
with care and diligence, regardless of the strong temptations to select other 
less reproachful labor in the Master’s vineyard. 

I have received four drafts on New York of $125 each—$500. 

The excellent work done at Seattle by Bro. DeVore and other fellow labor- 
ers, deserves especial mention. 

The Sabbath school, which meets at 5 P. M. every Sabbath, is well attended, 
in which are two Bible classes, besides quite a number who are learning to read. 

Prayer meetings are held every Friday evening, in which the Chinese sing 
and pray just as Americans do. 

Some thirty-four (34) have united with the class, some of whom are con- 
verted, and two have been baptized. These Chinamen pay for gas and fuel, ° 
and seem very eager to study and learn about Jesus. Last Friday night 
there seemed to be a great awakening among them, as some ten united with 
the class at that time. This mission is greatly opposed by some of the lead- 
ing Chinamen in the city, and now in order to sustain it, we must have mis- 
sionary aid as last year. And now as we havea room nicely arranged, with 
chairs, seats and an organ, and a class of 33 Chinamen, we hope that the 
Conference will grant us at least, per year, $500 missionary money, to carry 
on this mission. 
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CHINESE MISSION IN SEATTLE, W. T. 

This mission was founded some two years since by organizing a class of 
some ten or twelve persons, all of whom essayed to seek Christ. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars was obtained from the Church Extension So- 
ciety in Philadelphia to aid in constructing a basement under this the present 
house of worship for said mission, which was accomplished, and said base - 
ment is now occupied by the mission. 

This mission is controlled by a Board of Directors, consisting of D. T. 
Denny, I. H. Payne and O, Shilistad. These Directors employed Mrs. 
Belle Thomas and Mrs. H. E. Parkhurst to teach the evening school during 
the past year (said school consisting of seventy-nine different Chinamen), 
and they paid these teachers two hundred and fifty dollars each out of the 
five hundred dollars missionary fund furnished by the Conference through Bro. 
Atwood, the Presiding Elder. 

Your committee would further state that the headquarters for this people is 
the city of Portland, where, at this time, may be found the rise of two thou- 
sand, and in the winter season the number is much greater. More or less of 
this people have been in our midst for more than twenty-five years, and they 
present unto us the sublime opportunity of giving unto them a Christian civil- 
ization, and by Divine help, a saving faith: and your committee would re- 
spectfully recommend that steps be taken to secure suitable grounds, by lease 
or purchase, in the city of Portland, or its immediate vicinity, and that suit- 
able buildings be erected for school and church purposes for the use of the 
Chinese, and that an ordained missionary teacher should be employed at a 
near future to take charge and give his undivided attention and labor to this 
work ; and we would most earnestly commend this work to the attention of 
the Mission Committee of the M. E. Church at New York, assured that they 
will do what they can for the needy and worthy cawse. One thousand and 
five hundred dollars would not be too much for this point alone.

Report on Church Extension. 

The amount of this year’s collections reported to us in cash is $328.85 ; 
previously sent to the treasurer at Philadelphia, $15.25; making a total of 
$344. 10. 

This is over three times the amount collected last year, and was reported 
from 38 of our 51 charges, and equals eleven and a half cents for each mem- 
ber of our church toward this most important work of church extension. 

We are learning something in regard to collections. The careful circulation 
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of our own Pacific Advocate together with the church manual, bringing 
before the people at such carefully considered intervals, in sermons and lec- 
tures and prayers, as may be devised at the beginning of the year, together 
with private personal application for each and all the items of church benevo- 
lence, we regard essential to success in the difficult work of church collections. 
It cannot possibly be done in fwdlic collections at the end of the year. Among 
these great instrumentalities, right alongside the cause of Christian missions 
stands the cause of church extension. There ought to be enough raised in 
this Conference the coming year to enable the board to help six needy churches 
to the amount of $250 each, and we propose,now that this Conference recom- 
mend to the Conference Board of Church Extension the following charges as 
suitable places at which to appropriate its funds the coming year. (The Con- 
erence declined to name any places). 


Convinced of the great value of this department of Christian enterprise we 
pledge ourselves to care and diligence in looking after its interests. 

We especially commend to all our friends who may be about to build, the 
plans of churches published by the Board of Church Extension, as eminently 
worthy of adoption.

Report on Education. 
ASHLAND COLLEGE AND NORMAL SCHOOL, 

This institution, founded two years ago in Southern Oregon, is of college 

grade and has a vast patronizing territory not unlikely to become a flourishing 


state. It is the only school furnishing collegiate or academic instruction be- 


tween Wilbur and the Sacramento valley. To the east and west of Ashland, 
no high schools are found between the Pacific and the Rocky Mountains. It 
was this field that Bishop Gilbert Haven:said our church should be the first to 
furnish with a college. Under his counsels our conference adopted the 
school and sent Prof. Lowell L. Rogers, A.M., as its President. Two years 
of wise and successful labor have passed, and Ashland College has gained a 
reputation for thoroughness and efficiency which is attracting patronage even 


from distant fields and gaining the confidence of all its patrons and friends. 


At its late commencement there were several graduated from the academic’ 


department. The visiting committee speak with high commendation of all 
the exercises and work of the various departments. There is a primary de- 
partment; academic, commercial and normal courses have been arranged ; and 
the College curriculum corresponds with that of the Willamette University. 
One hundred and forty-one students have been enrolled during the vear. Mrs. 
Rogers, wife of the President, is Preceptress and fills her ‘position with refine- 
ment and universal satisfaction. Rey. Ladru Royal has the chair of Natural 
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Sciences, and is very popular and useful. The next term opens Sept. 1, 1881, 
and a year which promises increased prosperity may be expected. Trustees 
nominated for election are as follows: (See list on page 8). Visiting com- 
mittee as follows : (See list). 

The trustees ask the appointment of Rev. W. L. Chapman, as financial 
agent, also Rev. L. L, Rogers as President and Rev. Ladru Royal as Professor, 
all of which is recommended. 


SHERIDAN ACADEMY, 


Under the principalship of Rev. J. H. Skidmore, has enjoyed a year of pros- 
perity, and the trustees have secured the services of Bro. Skidmore for the 
year tocome. The following named persons are desired to be appointed as 
trustees (see list on page $8), and for a visiting committee the pastors of 
Lafayette, Dayton and Sheridan charges. 


The trustees of Sheridan Academy ask for the appointment of Rey. J. H. 
Skidmore as principal of their Institution. 


SANTIAM ACADEMY 

Has for several years been under the supervision and tutorship of the suc- 
cessful educator, Prof. J. S. Gilbert, and the school was never perhaps in a 
more prosperous and hopeful condition. The Conference is solicited to pub- 
lish in its minutes the names of the following persons as trustees, in the order 
as here given: (See list on page 8). 

The trustees ask’ the appointment of the preachers in charge of Albany, 
Shedd and Lebanon charges as a visiting committee. 


UMPQUA ACADEMY. 

This institution, founded in 1854, in an extensive patronizing district, and 
having the services of good teachers, has uniformly enjoyed a fair degree of 
prosperity, but at no time, perhaps, have its prospects and promises been more 
hopeful than at the present. It commenced the year with a small number of 
students which has gradually increased to nearly one hundred, some of whom 
are in the second and third academic year of studies. This school, under the 
tuition of a competent corps of educators, is prepared to give the requisite 
training for an entry upon the college course proper, and it is the purpose on 
the part of the educators and trustees to so corelate our academies with the 
Willamette University in their identity in class of text-book, in moulding of 
mind and manners and in all other respects, so as to point to the latter in- 
stitution as the most suitable one in which to complete the contemplated 
course of studies. 

The Conference is asked to appoint the following named persons as trustees 
of Umpqua Academy (see list on page 8), and the preachers in charge of 
Roseburg and Wilbur circuits as visiting committee of the institution, which 
the committee recommends. 


THE WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY 


Under the presidency of Rev. Thos. Van Scoy, A.M., B.D., and a competent 
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corps of professors, has enjoyed, perhaps, the most prosperous year of its 
history. The number of its students—three hundred in all departments of in- 
struction—may not be thé largest it ever had, but the income from tuition 
more nearly covers all expenses than ever before. 


THE WOMAN’S COLLEGE 

Is a new department, inaugurated in the interest of the higher education of 
young women, and promises to be a success; and the University is regarded 
as fortunate in securing the services of Mrs, E. W. Andrews as lady Dean. 
President Van Scoy has purchased a building with grounds near the University 
campus to be used as the Woman’s College Hall, which, upon the condition 
of its being enlarged and improved and \endowed to the amount of $5,000 
—which condition the trustees hope to comply with—will be presented by the 
pwrehaser. This will be the most munificent gift ever made by an individual 
to the Institution. 

The trustees at their last annual meeting elected the Rev. F. P. Tower as 
an endowment agent, in order first, to secure and invest the property condi- 
tionally proffered to us by the trustees of the Portland Academy and Female 
Seminary, and then to labor both in this country and in the east for the pro- 
curement of a larger endowment. The very life of our noble institution 
depends upon an endowment adequate to meet its expenses. 

The trustées ask the Conference to appoint as trustees of the class of 1881. 
(See list, page 8). They also ask the Bishop to appoint F. P. Tower as en- 
dowment agent, and Thomas Van Scoy as President, which the committee 
recommended. :

German Mission. 


The committee respectfully submit their report, as follows : 

A year ago Bro. F. Bonn was transferred from California to this Conference 
to establish a German mission. While his efforts were bestowed chiefly upon 
Portland, a large number of other places were visited by him, among which 
may be named: Salem, Albany, Canby, Oregon City, Olympia, Seattle and 
Tacoma. In the latter place an eligible Jot for a church was donated. 


For the first seven months Bro. Bonn preached in the old academy and in 
the North Mission Chapel. For the last five months the meetings were held 
in a building on Sixth street, between Morrison and Alder, near the post 
office, which was rented for the term of one yearat the rate of $10 per month, 
with privilege of renting it for another year. The locality of the present 
place of worship is a very superior one, and if the lot was the property of 
our German brethren, they would be all right. But that lot belongs to 
another man ;—the German Methodist Church has no home. 


To establish German Methodism on a permanent basis, they need a church 
in Portland, and they must have it in a central location. Thousands of 
thrifty German farmers are turning their eyes toward this great Northwest, 
and here in Portland they must receive the hearty welcome of the church, 
For the lack of a German organization in this city, our church has already 
lost many valuable members who have either drifted into other churches or 
gone back into the world. Among the first thing necessary, therefore, is the 
acquisition of a lot and church in Portland. With the hearty sympathy and 
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the active co-operation of all our churches, and the aid of the Church Exten- 
sion Society, that desirable end can be gained within the space of a year or 
two, The success achieved last year under the most trying circumstances 
warrants the hope that a prosperous German Methodist Church in: Portland 
can and will be established. 

Next to this, and certainly not less in importance, is the thorough explora- 
tion of the whole field. This could not be attended to last year to the extent 
necessary, as the means on hand were limited, and Bro. Bonn had no one to 
fill his place during his absence. But this will be changed next year. The 
German Mission will have, at its command, the services of Rev. Adam Klip- 
pel, a local elder, who was, for nine years, connected with our German work 
in the Mississippi va]ley in the capacity of an itinerant preacher. This will 
enable Bro. Bonn to travel over the field and acquaint himself with the wants 
of the work. Should this arrangement meet with approval, we would recom- 
mend that the appropriation of $1,200 this year for the German work be not 
divided. 

With reference to the great necessity of the German work in this part of 
our country, we need to say nothing. That necessity is apparent to all who 
will take the trouble to examine into the religious condition of the German 
people. Other German Evangelical Churches, too, are keenly alive to the im- 
portance of this missionary work, and have even anticipated us in the occupa- 
tion of the field. The German Reform Church have five missionaries em- 
ployed in the Willamette valley, and one at Puget Sound, and several more 
are reported coming. 

The Presbyterian Church, the Baptists and the Evangelical Association have 
each one German preacher in the field, the latter having lately appointed a 
second one for Portland. 

As the direct result of last year’s labor in Portland, Bro. Bonn reports 
twelve members, two probationers, a Sabbath School of forty-two children 
with nine officers and teachers, and two hundred volumns in the library. The 
Sabbath School, under the efficient leadership of Bro. August Vahlbusch, a 
new convert, gave two concerts during the year, by means of which money 
enough was realized to pay for a very fine organ. 

The current expenses of the society amounted to $150. The pastor re- 
ceived a total salary of $816, out of which he paid house rent, traveling ex- 
penses, etc. With the exercise of the utmost economy, he finds himself, at 
the end of the year, just $200 in arrears. 


IX. 
Memoir. 

Bishop Erastus O. Haven has been translated. He that was with us in 
this earthly walk and work has gone toa better home. In the midst of his 
toil, and when life seemed approaching its beautiful and subline summit of 
honor and love, then came the lingering pain, the wasting fever, the quiet 
resignation, the chariot and the horsemen, and a pure and lofty soul, hearing 
the voice of the Master saying, ‘‘Friend, come up higher,” stepped from an 
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eminence of Christian life, near to where Enoch stood, to the threshold of 
Heayen. 

He was born in Boston in 1820. His early home was at Weston and Sax- 
onville, in Mass. His parents were Methodists of a pronounced and vigorous 
type, and the influences of the home were truly religious. In his father’s 
house at Weston, religious services were held for many years, and in their 
dining room occurred a revival of remarkable power, at which young Erastus 
was converted. : 

In 1838 he entered Wesleyan University at Middleton, Conn., and was 
thus brought into contact with soul-inspiring Fiske. He graduated in 1842, 
and proceeded at once to take a place as instructor in Amenia Seminary as 
principal. He served this institution, with marked success, for a few years, 
and then entered the regular work of the ministry. In 1853 he was elected 
professor in Michigan University. In 1856 he was elected editor of ‘‘Zion’s 
Herald.” In 1863 he was elected President of the Michigan University, and 
did very much toward raising that institution to the high position it has since 
enjoyed. In 1869 he was elected to the presidency of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity at Evanston, Ill., and in 1872 he was chosen as Secretary of the Edu- 
cational Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Whether from a love of 
school work, or from a feeling that his talents were -not all employed, he ac- 
cepted the presidency of Syracuse University in 1877. Filling this place with 
singular acceptability until 1880, he was elected to the Episcopacy, and after 
only one short year, came the translation summons to a home above. 


This brief sketch will show you a life singularly active. It may be stated 
thus: Graduated at 22; served six years in Amenia Seminary ; five years in 
the pastorate ; three years as professor in Michigan University ; seven years 
as editor of ‘‘Zion’s Herald ;” six years as President of Michigan University ; 
three years as President of Northwestern University ; two years as Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church ; six years as President of Syracuse University, and one year as 
Bishop of the Church, making, in all, thirty-nine years of consecutive official 
relation and public life. In every position he was singularly successful. That 
even balance of faculty ; that vast fund of common sense ; that intense appli- 
cation ; that transparency of action and freedom from all selfishness ; that un- 
swerving devotion to principle and right, and his deep piety, marked him asa 
man for success, and it is no wonder at all that he everywhere succeeded. 


Methodism has produced but few as well rounded men as Bishop Haven. 
Many men have been more intense specialists than he, and in various depart- 
ments have excelled him, but for breadth and scope and uniform excellence in 
every department, he had but few equals. 


As a preacher of the Word, he was a powerful exponent of the truth. He 
was clear and forcible, and yet sweetly spiritual, sometimes rising to a height 
of grandeur truly inspiring. Should a volume of his written sermons ever be 
given to the Church, it will take rank as a classic. Asa scientist he stood in 
the front rank. As a linguist, few men were his superior, as he gave some of 
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his best early years to perfect this department of knowledge. His treatise on 
‘‘Rhetoric” will be a standard for years, and in beauty and sublimity, all his 
writings excel. Mental and moral science was the chosen field of his later 
years in teaching. His executive ability was of a high order, as is evidenced 
by the great growth and wonderful success of the four institutions of learning 
under his care. Asa journalist, he had rare ability, and it is not too much to 
say that ‘‘Zion’s Herald” was never more prosperous than under his editorial 
management. We can know but little of his Episcopal work and capabili- 
ties, but those of us who knew his intensity of zeal and anxiety for the wel- 
fare of the churches, felt that in him the Pacific Coast had such a friend as we 
have long prayed for. He was wonderfully enthusiastic as to the future of the 
Church on these coasts. | He had studied every phase of our work, knew all 
our deficiencies and all our excellencies, and while he did not forget any other 
portion of the Church, he often would say, ‘‘I think, I ought to be allowed 
four consecutive years to build up the Church on this coast.” Great, great, 
indeed, is our loss that he could not throw the wonderful energy and enthusi- 
asm of his nature into the cause of Christ in the bounds of our Conferences. 


The scenes of his sickness and his death-bed were worthy such a life. It is 
thought by those who knew him in death and activity, that the intellectual 
largely predominated over the spiritual. To us who watched by the bed-side 
of this servant of God, this was not the case. 

He was a truly spiritual man. His piety had a fervency and an unction 
rarely witnessed. Often could he be heard in vocal prayer; often would he 
raise his voice in exclamatory praise, and shouts of God’s glory would ring 
from his lips, convulsed by pain, with a fervency that bore witness of an in- 
tense spiritual life. His faith in God was truly sublime. His confidence in 
prayer was truly wonderful. In the early stages of his sickness he suffered in- 
tense pain, and one day when the paroxysms of pain were most intense, and 
he would often turn upon his face in the intensity of his agony, he prayed 
deeply and fervently for relief. On entering his room I found him calm and 
joyous. Stepping to his bed-side he looked joyfully up, saying: ‘‘My pain 
is all gone. I felt a terrible paroxysm coming on, and I prayed as hard as I 
could for relief, and within three minutes it was all gone.” After a moment 
he turned and gave me a searching look, and said, ‘‘Denison, I am not super- 
stitious, Iam scientific, intensely scientific, but God answered that prayer.” 
A few hours before his death, when the sentence was written on his counten- 
ance, and the poison was making its sad mission in all his system, he com- 
menced singing gently : 

““Blest be the ties that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love.” 


His son who was watching near him, said: ‘‘Father, are you better?” He 
answered : ‘‘Oh! yes, I feel the beginning of a new life.” As the life of 
earth was fading and waning amid the shadows of the valley, his soul was en- 
tering a new life, and his pulses thrilled with the quickening beat of a holier 
and truer life—even life eternal. His end was sweetly peaceful. Calm as 
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the sun sets on a midsummer night, and rests his lingering, longing beams on 
forest and river and field, so set the sun of life after a beautiful, almost cloud- 
Jess day, and sheen of that sun-set is a halo of beauty hanging over the gate- 
way of the tomb, that makes the place glorious and beautiful, and hath 
robbed the grave of all vestige of victory. : 

Thus died, August 2, 1881, Bishop E. O. Haven, D.D., LL.D. 

A wife, three sons, two daughters, two sons-in-law, one daughter-in-law 
and two grand children are left as the group of family mourners. Thousands 
of former students have lost a friend who seemed a father to them. The 
church has lost an honored chief pastor and the world a friend. | Heaven has 
gained an addition to the innumerable company of saints, as bright in intellect 
and as warm in affection and as crowned by good works as is often gathered 
from earth. While we bow in sorrow and grief at our loss, and join in deep- 
est sympathy with his afflicted family, we can truly say, ‘‘Thank God for the 
triumphs of redeeming grace as witnessed in the life and death of Bishop E. 
O. Haven.”

Report of the Commission of Pacific Christian Advocate, 
Elected at the Annual Conference of 1880, to the Oregon 
Annual Conference of 1881. 

DEAR FATHERS AND BROTHERS :—We, your commissioners on P. C. Ad- 
vocate, beg leave to report as follows : 

As soon as possible, viz., on the 25th day of August, 1880, a meeting was 
held in the Taylor street M. E. Church, in Portland, and, together with the 
Commissioners of the Columbia River Conference, transacted such business as 
came before us. 

Rev. H. K. Hines was elected editor; Mr. J. E. Aiken was elected busi- 
ness manager, and an executive committee of three, consisting of Messrs. Ac- 
ton, Northrup and Hanson, were instructed to carry on the business during 
the year. 


Agreeably to your instruction, the Advocate was incorporated and a joint 
stock company formed for the carrying on of your paper and paying the bills. 
This corporate body is known as the “ Pacific Christian Advocate Publishing 
Company.” The capital stock is $10,000, and location is at Portland. Its 
affairs are to be carried on by a Board of Directors, the majority of whom 
are to be confirmed by the Oregon Conference and the minority by the Co- 
lumbia River Conference. We ask of the Oregon Conference the transference 
of its interest to the “ Pacific Christian Advocate Publishing Company,” to 
be carried on for the church embraced in the territory of Oregon and Colum- 
bia River Annual Conferences. 


Ata meeting of the stockholders on the 17th day of August, the following 
persons were selected as directors: E. J. Northrup, N. Doane and J. N. Den- 
ison. We ask your confirmation of these nominations. 


We ask you, provided the action be taken, to turn over the interest of the 
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Conference to the Publishing Company, to discharge the commission now re- 
porting to you.

4. That we will bear in mind and conform to the 329th paragraph of our 
Discipline, which makes it the duty of every presiding elder, minister and 
preacher to do everything in his power to recover all debts due to the Concern 
for books and periodicals, within the bounds of his charge.

The Sanctity of the Sabbath. 


No argument is needed to establish the claim of the Sabbath. It is God’s 
day by His appointment ; it is His day for His own purpose; His purpose 
looks to the best interests of all His creatures; man and beast are alike in- 
volved, and in the violation of this claim, both must suffer the penalty. 


All over the land a widespread disregard of this day exists, and with the 
constant inflow of foreign immigration, we fear it is steadily increasing. In 
the towns and cities, merchants and tradesmen carry on their traffic with open 
doors and brazen faces ; saloons and restaurants reap the richest harvests of 
the week, while parks and beer-gardens revel with motley and drunken 
crowds. In the country, men, women and children hold pic-nics, go on ex- 
cursions, fish, hunt, visit and lounge. Most painful of all, this condition of 
things is not confined to the ranks of the vile and lawless. Many people of 
culture and intelligence who hold pews in our churches and support our min- 
istry, while in theory they admit the obligation of this day, seem to have no 
just conception of its requirements, and in some instances, we fear not few, 
church members are themselves equally guilty with others. The conglomerate 
character of the population of this coast contributes to make this condition of 
things among us worse than elsewhere. Representatives of all lands and 
nationalities, strangers in a strange land, far removed from home restraints, 
with the feeling that ‘‘no man cares for my soul,” and often with church let- 
ters in their pockets, wander over these mountains and valleys utterly regard- 
less of the better days they have seen and the better lives they have led. 
Railroad, steamboat and stage lines have no Sabbath, and thus we live in the 
midst of din and confusion and sin and suffering, begotten of an inordinate 
greed for pelf which defies all moral restraint and smothers all moral instinct. 
The grinding toil and worry of six days and nights of over work have much 
to do with the loose rein given to the employment of the seventh day, and 
whisky is accountable for the rest. 

The whole land needs to be thoroughly aroused on this subject. | How to 
accomplish this your committee does not know ; but we dare not do less than 
stand bravely for the truth as we see it through the light of God’s word. 
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When the day comes that Christians can once feel this growing disregard of 
God’s day threatens the foundations of our government, and comprehend that 
we are already rapidly approaching the time when, because of this evil, our 
temples may be without congregations and our church schools without chil- 
dren, we may then expect a travail of soul from which a leader may be born, 
who, like David, will crush the giant. 


Your committee recommend a more faithful and vigorous application of the 
law of the church as set forth in our Book of Discipline, paragraphs 32 and

More earnest work is needed now than 
ever before, as those who traffic in human blood and coin gold from human 
misery are banding themselves more closely together; therefore, 


Feesolved,. 1st, That we are unalterably opposed to the importation, manu- 
facture and sale of all kinds of distilled, fermented and vinous liquors, 
designed to be used as a beverage; and that it is the duty of every member of 
the Christian church to discountenance and oppose the evil, at all times by 
voice and vote. 


Resolved, 2nd, That we are fully confident of the wisdom and absolute 
need of total legal prohibition and that we will most heartily co-operate in 
advancing the prohibitory movements now being made in Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory, and to our utmost further the: work of securing this pro- 
hibition. 

Resolved, 3rd, That we as ministers will both observe and enforce the pro- 
visions of the discipline in every instance, as relates to the temperance question. 


Resolved, 4th, That we will in no instance consent to use alcoholic wine 
for sacrament. 


Resolved, 5th, That we heartily commend all work by woman within the 
bounds of this Conference, and heartily invite them to cooperate with us 
in all our work.
